Star-Courier Plans 
New Monday Edition 


Striving to provide the Plano and area public with even more up-to-date 
local news and advertising the Plano Daily Star-Courier will begin 
publication of a Monday newspaper on November 7. 
The Monday edition will join the current Tuesday through Friday and 
Sunday papers in bringing news, sports, women’s activities and civic 
events to the Star-Courier’s readers. The addition of a sixth publication will 
result in a change in the monthly Star-Courier subscription rate from $2 to 
$2.50 beginning November I. 
Classified advertising rates will also be altered slightly. Charges for one 
iasert or three inserts will remain the sam e at $2.40 and $5.50, respectively. 
Classifieds running six times will cost $8, 12 days will be $14.50 and 26 in­ 
sertions will cost $27. 
“Our new Monday publication is further evidence of the growth of our 
community, and therefore, the Plano Daily Star-Courier,’’ said publisher 
Jim Shriver. “We hope this new publication will enable us to serve our 
readers better than ever before as we continue to provide the best in daily 
news and advertising.’’ 


PISD Employees Help 
United Way Campaign 


“ Pledges to the United Way of 
Plano annual cam paign now total 
$32,596. That is 51.9 percent of our goal 
of 
$62,778,” 
announced 
L.B. 
Showalter, campaign chairman, at 
the second report meeting this week. 
The largest boost came from $12,715 
in contributions and pledges made by 
Plano Independent School District 
adm inistrators, 
teachers and 
em ­ 
ployees. 
“ Jack Cockrill, personnel officer for 
the school district, headed a well- 
organized cam paign that exceeded 
the 12 percent increased goal,” said 
Bob Roberts, public service division 
chairm an, 
w hose 
division 
was 
recognized for putting the four-week- 
oid campaign over the halfway mark. 
Increases in the 1978 budget over 
the past year’s allocations mean a 
need to increase contributions by 12 
percent to fund the 12 local agencies 
supported by United Way. 
One of the largest increases in 
pledges is from the employees of the 
Tom Thumb Store, Jupiter at 14th 
Street. “ Eighty employees, including 
store m anager Eddie Carter, are 
giving $6,045 to this year’s drive. 
T hat’s an average gift of $75 per 
employee,” said Showalter. 
“ Another way we hope to meet the 
12 percent increase needed by the 
agencies United Way supports is to 
contact newcomers to Plano who have 
not been asked prior to this year to 
help'with these community projects,” 
said John White, local accountant who 
is chairm an of the professional 
division. 
Individual contributions, which are 
tax deductible, may be mailed to

Showalter, 661 E. 18th Street, Suite 
IOO, Plano 75074, or pledges to be 
billed at a later date may be made. 
Pledge cards will be delivered to

“ We delivered cards this past week 
to several Plano residents who work 
in the metroplex, but who want their 
donations to count in the community 
where they live,” said Showalter. 
Checks received from local residents, 
unsolicited except through newspaper 
and radio releases, vary from $10 to 
$180. 
John Powell, commercial division 
chairm an, rep o rted his team is 
seeking larger contributions from 
firm s that regularly support United 
Way as well as making contacts with 
new businesses. 
‘‘The C om m ercial division has 
reached 47 percent of our goal. Every 
pledge helps, whether it is a large or 
small amount, toward our minimum 
goal of $62,778.”

Conscription 
May Resume 
By 1979

The 
United States must decide by the end 
of 1979 whether to resum e the draft to 
provide adequate manpower for the 
dwindling military 
reserves, says 
Gen Bernard W. Rogers, the Army’s 
top commander 
The Army chief of staff said in an 
interview that draft machinery should 
be reactiv ated im m ediately ‘‘to 
register, classify, physically examine 
and keep track of” manpower 
A 
decision on drafting women also must 
be made if the nation turns again to 
non-volunteer m ilitary service, he 
said 
“ I think we are talking about two 
years. 
. 
because 
if the reserve 
components are as important as I 
think they are, we just can’t continue 
to postpone this problem if we don’t 
find a solution,” Rogers said 
The deadline for a decision, he said, 
would be Oct. I, 1979 
The draft ended officially in early 
1973. The last draftee was inducted in 
December, 1972 
Volunteers for m ilitary service are 
plentiful enough to fill the ranks of the 
active Army 
for 
the foreseeable 
future, he said 


“ I don’t anticipate any problems for 
this division, for Cecil and his team of 
workers have been out front from the 
beginning of the campaign, but United 
Way and Plano will miss this public- 
spirited man who gave so much of his 
energy and talent to community 
endeavor,” said Showalter.

Residential Makeup Continues 


Retail Overbuilt

series 
of articles about 
the 
1977 
Comprehensive Plan for Community 
Structure. 


As it grows, Plano will retain its 
residential flavor, the 1977 
m aster 
plan predicts. 
The c h a ra c te r, efficiency and 
general quality of Plano will be 
greatly influenced by the relationship 
of the various forms of urban land use 
which evolves. 
The total area used for residential 
purposes has increased from 7.04 
acres per HK) persons in 1973 to 7.35 
acres in 1977. 


The most significant change in 
residential land use was the 1,630 acre 
increase in single-family residence 
use which occurred during the 1973-77 
period. 
The average annual absorption of 
land for single-family purposes during 
1973-77 was 400 acres and during 1976 
it apparently exceeded 600 acres. 
Retail land use per IOO persons 
experienced 
a 
significant 
change 
from 0.3 acres to 0.5 acres between 
1963 and 1973 and has remained at that 
level since. 
The 0.5 figure is considered a high 
ratio for retail land use which only a 
few cities in the Southwest have 
retained 


The com paratively high ratio 
probably results from a tendency to 
overbuild in order to provide for a 
larger future population. 
The city’s rapid population increase 
justifies planning for future growth. 
However, by trying to maximize the 
retail services, an excess of retail 
land has been zoned and planned. 
The conversion of the excess retail 
area to productive uses will represent 
one of Plano’s major future land use 
problems, predicts Marvin Springer, 
planning consultant 
The 
established 
land 
use 
arrangem ent and the area available 


for development indicate that Plano’s 
southern boundary will contain the 
preponderance of its future industrial 
growth, while the residential ex­ 
pansion will be northward from the 
industrial band 


Springer Believes 


Single-family dwellings at about the 
prevailing densities with remain as 
the m ajor single form of land use in 
Plano, 
although 
apartm ent 
requirem ents should increase some. 
Commercial land use and industrial 
development will also increase some. 
The availability of industrial land will 
eventually be a constraint on the 
extent of industrial land use here, 
Springer 
stresses. 
T here 
is 
a 
possibility of some industrial ex 
pansion near the Denton County line, 
however. 


Retail Adjustments 


that despite the over allocation ol land 
for retail purposes, there will need to 
be some additional retail space 
One or more regional shopping 
centers are needed, lf the regional 
centers do not develop here, they are 
likely to develop on nearby sites. 
Development 
in 
adjacent 
cities 
would prevent Plano from gaining the 
tax benefits and the out of town 
centers would be competitive with any 
future efforts lo create a regional type 
center in Plano 
Springer has recommended four 
sites for major shopping centers 
P re sto n FM 544, 
P reston-S pring 
(’reek Parkway, US 75 Dallas North 
Parkway and FM 544 Dallas North 
Tollway extension. 
The complexity of the retail zoning 
problem 
makes it 
especially im­ 
portant that a full range of retail 
facilities be planned for Plano, but 
care must In* exercised about the size 
and location of the facilities

Fifth Housing Survey 
Underway Nationally

In a major FCC ruling that takes effect November 4,1977, amateur “ ham” radio operators 
will now be able to operate their own “ repeater stations without obtaining separate 
“ repeater” station licenses. An amateur repeater station automatically retransmits the 
signals of another amateur stations and portions of the “ ham” bands are allocated for 
repeater operation. The FCC also made additional amateur frequencies available for 
“ repeater” operation - specifically 144.5 to 145.5 MHz and all amateur frequencies above 220 
MHz. 
This is of significant importance to the CBer since there is mucffSpeculation regarding a 
no-code “ ham” license to he authorized by the FCC - probably in late 1978 or early 1979. The 
frequencies being suggested are in the 220 MHz and 450 MHz band. This means that when the 
new class of operation becomes a reality, entry level “ hams” (to he called in all probability, 
“ Communicators” ) will be allowed to operate their own repeater stations without the 
necessity of obtaining additional special “ repeater” licenses. Amateur repeater stations are 
usually installed and operated by “ ham ” clubs since the cost of a repeater station is generally 
too high for individuals to afford - although there are many repeater stations that are in 
dividually owned and operated. 
A repeater station greatly extends the range of VHF and UHF signals since the retrans­ 
missions are made from tall, efficient antennas at higher power. Power levels of one watt 
will have a range of up to IOO miles and further when atmospheric conditions are right. We 
foresee the day (and closer than you think) when most radio-hobbyists will he utilizing VHF- 
FM communication through repeaters. While AM and SSB (sideband) is available to the 
amateur “ ham” operator - most short-range communication is accomplished by the superior 
FM (Frequency Modulation) mode. There are many advantages to FM over that of AM-SSB. 
(Such as “ capture effect” whereby only the strongest signal is captured which lessens in 
terference, better audio quality, absence of the “ squeal” caused when two AM signals beat 
together, etc.) 
One of the greatest advantages of repeater operation is that it allows auto phone patches. 
An auto-patch is a device that automatically switches radio equipment onto telephone lines to 
allow personal (non-business) telephone calls by amateurs from their automobile to non­ 
amateurs. “ Hams” can easily dial any local telephone from their car by using “ ham” band to 
telephone line access. The dialing is accomplished by a “ touch tone” pad - the same as 
contained in most telephone systems. Auto-patches can even save you some long-distance 
telephone expense if the operator-hobbyist is able to radio a far city and then dial into their 
telephone exchange. The FCC, however, is very concerned about several abuses of the 
telephone patch privilege and has said that unless these abuses stop, that it will be forced to 
discontinue allowing it. The biggest abuse is the use of this privilege for business calls. The 
Amateur Service is just that...amateur. All business use is absolutely prohibited 
In another separate action, the FCC terminated Docket No. 19759 that proposed Class E CB 
on the Amateur 220 MHz band. It appears that any access to the 220-MHz “ ham” band by the 
radio-hobbyist will thus come through Docket No. 20282 and the no-code “ Communicator” 
proposal. Insiders cited the reason for the FCC killing the Class-E proposal was that CB and 
“ ham” frequencies adjacent to one another had not worked on the ll meter and IO meter 
bands. Many manufacturers designed equipment supposedly for the “ ham” band when ac­ 
tually its use was intended for the Citizens Radio Service. Amateur rules allow additional 
privileges and power levels iii exchange for increased knowledge and qualifications. It was 
felt that similar abuses would appear on the 220 MHz band with ( ’Hers using the higher rated, 
more liberal ham radio gear. There was a feeling by many also that the Class E CB and 
“ Communicator'- proposals were virtually alike and the FCC obviously felt the goals of the 
entry-level radio-hobbyist would better he served in the Amateur Service - it being a hobbyist 
service. The Citizens Radio Service was never intended to be an activity in itself - instead CB 
was to provide personal communications in the same manner as the telephone This was the 
original intention....but it never turned out that way.
